RULES CHANGE FOR THIS SAME 

One at the changes made to PRESIDENTIAL POLITICS wet In the 
travel rules. Jake tatt that there had to be some sort of Hmlt as to how 
much Influence e cendtdate could heve In any given city, so he 
changed Hie campaign visits rule, t feel that the new rule does not 
make much sense; a candidate who goes back- and- forth five times 
between two cities In a turn should not get five times the "credit* as 
someone spending halt ot the turn in one city and then traveling once 
to the second city. Therefore, 1 am using the foBowing rules change: 

Travel votes for a city ere awarded to a candidate tn proportion to the 
number of "travel credits" the candidate earns for that city. A 
candidate gets a travel credit each time he/she arrives In a city. Also, 
a candidate that remains In a city tor more than one ot the ten "travel 
rounds" per turn may spend 1 CFP for each such additional travel 
round and earn an additional travel credit for that city. Candidates 
automatically spend the extra CFPs unless their orders say that they 
don't or they cannot afford ll (The additional points are optional: you 
don't get points for travel rounds where you don't spend any CFPs,) 

Note that each week has 10 travel rounds in it Candidates 
should specify what city they are in for each ot the ten rounds. (For 
example. If a candidate begins a week In Sacramento, goes to Fresno 
In thr first travel round, stays through the sixth round, travels to Los 
Angeles In the seventh round, and ends the turn there, the travel 
orders should reed;

CFPs were spent es toHows: 3 tor the Sacramento-Fresno trip, 5 tar 
not moving tram Fresno tor 5 rounds, 3 (or the Fresno-Las Angeles 
trip, and 3 tor not moving from Los Angeles (or three turns. 

The candidate spent six travel rounds in Fresno and tour in Los 
Angeles, and so earns 6 and 4 travel credits lor those dues. Although 
the candidate started Irom Sacramento (and earned at (east one travel 
credit - the one (or round 10 ot the previous week - lor Sacramento), 
he/she does not any travel credits tor It this week since ReYshe left the 
city In the first travel round. 

Needless to say, a candidate begins a week Irom where MeVshe ended 
the previous week. 

NOTE; Tha maximum number ol travel cradlts mat an &a mroad by 

a candidate lor any glvan ctty Is equal t o tha total numbar ot traval 
vatas tar that party dMdad by 100 and ro unrfad up. For example, San 
Francisco has 318 votes, so each candidate can get up to tour travel 
credits tor San Francisco. (This represents, lor example, the fact that 
'San Francisco" Includes, Oakland, Berkeley, and Concord, each with 
over 100,000 residents.) This Is not a weekly limit; the maximums 
apply up to the primaries, and also apply to the general election. 
(However, travel before the primaries does not effect travel in the 
general election campaign as tar as Itnits are concerned.) 

Now that the new rule is out of the way. it's time to threw tha hat* into 
the ring. 



The first turn it THE NATIONAL DEBATE. The way i read tha 
rules, each candidate Is supposed to take a stand on Issues 1 through 
20, and the votes "received' by the candidates based on those stands 
determine who receives momentum points tor Iowa and New 
Hampshire. Other than that, debate 'votes* do not count, although 
SIG points are earned normally In the debate. 

A taw clarifications need to be mada. First, you are not 
raamrad to take a stand (including neutral) on an issu* whan eauad for 
(you can wait until a iatar weak and saa what tha otrws did), but you 
do not gat votes (or SIG points) in a state for an issue whan you are 
undecided, and you cannot change a stand once mada. Second, 
despite what it says under "Week T on the order at teeues, there Is no 
such thing as 'spottflhdng* Issues (as there was In P^t first adittan); 
this was replaced by advertising Issues, t presume. Third, the debate 
Is considered to be 'turn number zero'; during the debate turn, 
candidates may send organizers Into torn and/or New Hampshire, but 
cannot travel or advertise. Fourth, since issues 1-20 have stands 
taken In the debate, no stands ara tafcan on any issues in turn 1. 

Also, tha -favorite son* rule is being used, and primary 
delegates will be awarded with 30 percent to the winner and the rest 
drvldad proportionally among at candidates, Including the winner. 

The first set of orders from each candidate must Include the 
candidate s current Job and home state (e.g. senator from New York), 
the stands on the first 20 Issues, and where the SO organizers are 
being sent (how many to Iowa, how many to New Himpshlre). In 
addition, a brief biographical statement about the candidate would be 
welcome. As a matter of fact, press is allowed during the campaign, 
but please keep it short as I do not have much room. 

DEADLINE tor the National Debate turn orders is JUNE It, I wtttbetn 
Britain from May 31 to June 14. Good luck to all candidates, and may 
the best man - or woman ■ win 

ONE RNAL QUESTION, to be answered with your first set of orders: 
do you feel that an NMR should be handled by delaying the game, or 
by having the candidate have some sort of illness or accident, 
requiring him/her to keep from campaigning lor that week?
